BEPETITION OF THE XODOC XASSACBE 
was happily averted, and possibly turn­ 
ed to profit. This was the third day- 
of the council in session, and was at­ 
tended by all the tribes. At the first; 
council all the principal chiefs but Red 
Clond were present, and tbey took 
seats near those of the Commission. 
They were all very friendly, and seem­ 
ed in an excellapt mood for the work. 
At the second council a postponement 
was made, on account of the absence 
of the Brules—Spotted Tail being their 
great chief. They were in council on 
the subject of the treaty, and therefore 
corild not come. Bat they promised to 
bo^on hand at the next, and they were, 
in'full force and feather. Spotted Tail 
tó-dáy looked more like one of the 
BOXANTIC BED CHIEFS 
that we only read of in Fcnnimore 
Copper’s works, than any man among 
the thousands present, and was in his 
usual mood. The first tribes to reach 
the ground were the Ogalallas, headed 
by Red Cloud and Young-Man-Afraid- 
of-His Horses. They came in bands 
of tens, twenties and fifties, nearly all 
armed, and all well mounted. They 
took up a position on the right of the 
council tents, the younger and more 
turbulent portion swinging lower down 
on the right toward the brush on the 
banks of the White Earth. The Chey­ 
ennes and Arapahoes came in the same 
manner, and these three tribes joined 
the circle fhat was started some 70 feet 
away from the awnings that had been 
erected in front of * the tents. Abont 
two hundred chiefs, bead-iuen and head- 
soldiers Ibrmed that portion of the cir­ 
cle on the right. Uncpapas, Mihnecon- 
jous, Two-Kettles, Black-Feet, Sans- 
Aros, and others, formed the other 
hüí of the circléj; but lietween the ends, 
in the center, there was a vacant space 
of more than 100 feet. Just oats^de of 
the circle, and directly in front of the 
Commissioners, was gathered a crowd 
of about 800 painteu warriors, the most 
of whom were young miln, anfl very vio­ 
lent The Uncpapas, on coming into 
line in the circle, asked permission to 
remain mounted, and gave as their rea­ 
son that some of the young men 
FBOPOSED TO DO OBEAT XISCHIBP; 
hence tbey wanted to be ready for any­ 
thing that might turn up—and also to 
leave the field. The Commissioners 
requested them to dismount; some did, 
but the majority remained moan ted, 
with their guns in hand. 
^ 
At no time could any of the Indians 
be got to fill up the strange vacancy in 
the council-ring just in front of the 
commission, neither could any of the 
leading chiefs be induced to take the 
seats specially provided for them im­ 
mediately in front of the Commission. 
The seats were covered with an awn 
ing, that drooped to the front—that is, 
toward the outer Indians. This awn­ 
ing was removed by request of the In 
dians, so that they could see the com­ 
mission better—to use their own ex­ 
ouse for it. At about 2 o’clock Bul( 
Eagle, a Minneconjou, took the remarks 
of American Horse, who had called at 
tent ion to the fact that the whites 
were not accustomed to being surround 
od by men with arms in their hands, 
and that it would look better if they 
were left outside of the circle. Bell 
Eagle called out loudly that the whites 
had been the first to bring soldiers on 
tb# field, snd tbst they mast abide by 
the result. American Horse, who is 
aú Ogal*n$» retorted that Bull Eagle was 
a fool, and

'^ibgs were becoming “scary” at this ^ 
time; The cavalry boys “stood tb 
horse” with carabines in hand, while' 
the Commission held its seats as though ' 
nothing was occurring, yet showing a :

the matter. 
Meaorwhile the young chief, Youug- 
Mao-Afraidrof-His-Horsos, had observ- : 
ed the movements of the discontented 
reprobates, and, calling his Lieutenant, . 
he gave the order that his band should 
at once mbVe on the Indians in the ' 
rear, and, as he is very popular with 
thospeople, his men were at had, and, 
in a minute, were daishing their horses 
in among the hostiles Snd 
CROWDED THEM CUT 
into the field to the extreme right, and 
then formed on the flank, and held the 
ground until the council closed. Mean­ 
while the Young-Mau was smoking his 
pipe as contentedly as though in his 
own tepee, after the Council closed, 
acted as rear-guard, with his men, to 
the Commission to the Agency. Pre­ 
vious to the movo of Young-Man, near­ 
ly all the half-breeds near the tent, and 
some of the interpreters, had received 
warning from friends and relatives to 
clear away from the tent, as there was 
great danger. They did so and left the 
whites unwarned. After the matter 
was over, those of Young-Man’s men 
who turned out to “save the right” 
were most bitterly abused by those who 
had laid the plan for 
A GENERAL XASSACBE. 
-All the cavalry-men were to be shot 
down at the first fire, the horses stamj 
peded, and then the commission were 
to get particnlaf Jerusalem from that 
vacant spaoq in Xront, which was held 
by LUilABIg Men arid biff croüird.

The population of the Territory 
is rapidly increasing, and it now take» 
rank among the most productive re-^ 
gions in the west. 
Such being the case 
our people ought to meet at a Terri­ 
torial fair from year to year and at their 
county fairs and aim to benefit each 
other and build up the Territory by a 
comparison o f notes and products. 
Dakota should be as famous for its 
big crops add advantages to settiers as 
it has been in the past for its political 
strifes, and will be if those engaged in 
the more honorable employment of far­ 
ming will look to the fairs as zealously 
as the politicians have looked to their 
conventions. 


Last spring a hardy lot of pioneers 
from Bozeman, 
Montana, established 
themselves at the mouth of the Big 
Horn, and built a steckade,(since known 
as Fort Pease,) right in the héart of 
the Indian country. 
They were sur­ 
rounded by the Indians and several of 
tbeir number killed, but they “held the 
fort,” and to the present time have suc­ 
ceeded in standing off the Indians, in 
their numerous attacks,, andi in the mean 
time, the Bozeman Courier reports, the 
settlers have been constantly iaeTeas- 
ing in numbers and now feel that' they 
arc as secure as the settlers, in any por­ 
tion of Montana, and are so far along in 
the establishment of the coming eity of 
Big Horn that a newspaper is being 
talked of and Major Pease has aelnally 
made arrangements for a printing ofi 
fice. Big Horn will bathe first city of 
importance on the li- P. west of Bis­ 
marck, andJs located in a mineral and 
farming region of andispated excel­ 
lence.

BISM ARCK AND VICINITY. 


B n rU ii^ 
Friday, throagh the courtesy of Dr. 
Porter, and accompanied by him, the 
writer was enabled ^o visit the follow- 
ing mentioned fsTips:

This gentleman but recently discharg­ 
ed from the army" lii which he had 
served fifteen yeai», gaining compli­ 
ments and promotipn for. braveiw and 
integrity,'is now comfortably settled on 
a homestead about four miles south­ 
west of Bismarck. He has 160 acres of 
which fifteen are broken. Of this ten 
acres was under cultivation this season, 
acres in corn, 4 in potatoes, and the 
remainder in other vegetables and gar­ 
den truck. 
Fired has. qnbounded cun- 
fidence in the productive qualities of 
the soil in this region, and says he 
Uelieves. we can raise as good crops 
here as in New TorkVáhd having faith in 
the country,* lie will break up fifty 
acres additional ground next season. 
From the 8 i acres of corn planted thls> 
year, 
he 
will 
realize 
about 100 
bushels. The corn is a small dent, and 
the ears were well filled, and fullf 
ripp. The four acres of potatoes yield­ 
ed 400 bushels. They were principally 
of the Berthold variety, and very large, 
while the yield as will be seen was a 
fair one. Though the corn, potatoes 
and the garden suffered from grasshop­ 
pers depredations Fred’s products this 
year have brought him in many stray 
dollars and he is comfortably fixed for 
the winter and the future. 
Eggert not only has a comfortable 
dwelling but for stock, fowls and roots 
he has the most comíbrtrble and con 
venient arrangement that we have sqen. 
If he looses a potato through frost, or a 
chicken through freezing, we shall be 
surprised. 
His stock is in fine condi­ 
tion and will be so comfortably fixed 
that not more than half as much fod­ 
der will be required as is usually de­ 
manded on the prairies to keep them 
in good heart and flesh. 
HENBT SDTTLE’s FARM. 
Lying three quarters of a mile south 
east of Bismarck is the farm of Henry 
Suttle, a Canadian, who has been in 
this country since" 1866, and on his 
present farm since 1872. 
His farm 
consists of a homestead of 80 acres and 
80 acres held under the tree culture act, 
-On the latter he has six acres of cotton 
woods which were planted this spring 
One cannot expect to see trees more 
lOirifty than are these. Of the whole six 
acres, planted in rows ten feet apari 
* each way, not to exceed half a dozen 
trees failed to grow. The trees planted 
were two year olds ana cut back to 
about two feet; and they will average 
now about four feet in height having 
grown two feet the first year.
